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Will the Farmers Organize? 


In an address in a Massachusetts town a few days ago, de- 


livered under the auspices of a county farm bureau, President 
Oiilterlield of Ihe State Agricultural College said that thous- 
ands of men have returned from service in Europe convinced 
that the world must get the habit of international co-operation, 
and that in agriculture as well as in business, 41 education and 
in politics world ideas must govern. 
"IU is true," he said, 


"that the Peace Conference paid no attention lo agriculture. 
The interests of business and trade, and particularly the inter- 
ests of labor, were recognized and provided for. This was 
unfortunate, but it is not fatal. 
11 was due to the fact that 


agriculture has no spokesman and will not have until the 
Tanners themselves are thoroughly organized and recognized." 


President Butterficld went on lo say that, the world view of 


agriculture is important because of the fact that it is the big- 
gest industry in the world, and thai if we are lo have inter- 
national co-operation in economic affair's it must inevitably 
include agriculture. 
;" ': 


The farmers as a class are; as everybody knows, strongly 


opposed to the daylighl-savirigMaw, but their demand for its 
repeal is overridden by the clamor of other interests for its re- 
tention. The fanners have made plain the reasons for their 


.opposition, but the President:lakes [lie view that the law is a 
good filing' for the country as a whole and has for.Ihe second 
time vetoed a bill repealing it. The farmers did their best to 
prevent this action, but their efforts were of.no avail. 
How- 


ever, they will continue to try lo make themselves heard. 
This has been declared 'by J. R. Howard, president of Hie 
Iowa Farm Bureau Federation, who says Ihey w i l l k c e p up 
the fight and Ihal the question will probably be an issue in the 
next national, campaign. 
/.How far slich matters will influence the farmers of the 


country to attempt lo organize it is impossible lo say. They 
have constantly before (hem examples of the prompt recogni- 
lioh;of;organizcd bodies, and can hardly fail to feel that the 
fact that they are unorganized militates against them when 
they ask for consideration.
